Juror Penn Is Missing. 


One of the features of the hesring was 
the first fact that devoleped at the morn- 
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ing session, This was the mysterious dis- 
appearance of J. T. Penn, a member of 
the jury in the case of Thomas H. Ma- 
lone, propounder, against Mattie Adams, 
caveatrix. Penn, it is now believed and 
openly charged by those connected with 
the case, is the juror whg announced to 
Bradley that he could be fixed. 

An attachment was issued for the miga- 
ing juror by Judge Lumpkin early in 
the morning, but he could not be located 
in the city. . During the afternoon a wit- 
ness, Bowen by name, announced that he 
had seen Penn leave a railroad train five 
miles the other side of Covington and 
sixty-five miles from Atlanta, last Satur- 
day morning. 

Penn had told this witness, according 'to 
the testimony, that he was in serious 
trouble in Atlanta, but that severa] men 


were trying to settle the matter for him. 


As soon as this evidence developed Judge 
Lumpkin directed the sheriff to telegraph 
for Penn and to effect his arrest if pos- 
sible. If the missing juror is-brought be- 
fore Judge Lumpkin it-is probable that he 
will receive the full benefft of all the 
severity the court can muster for the oc- 
casion. 

Up to a late hour last night Penn had 
not been heard from, but it js improbable 
that the search for him. will be aban- 
doned. a 
Detective Bradley Talks. 

Both Looney and Bradley made state- 
ments after the decision of Judge Lump- 
kin had been announced. They work a 
sort of endless chain, so far as they are 
concerned, in placing the blame for the 
decision of the court. Bradley says it is 
all Looney’s fault, thag e would never 
have been tried for contempt f it had not 
been for Looney’'s ambition, and Looney 
savs that it all happened because attor- 
ney Jordan broke faith by going to Judge 
Lumpkin without him. 

“T ought to be sentenced to twenty days 
fn jail.for ever going to Lowry Arnold 
with such a proposition,’’ said Bradley 
last night, ‘‘and I would never have done 
it if it had not been for Dave Looney. 
He told me to and said that it was the 
proper thing to do, so I accedded to his 
request. The Arnolds and I have been 
good friends and I should never have 
done it. 

“TI did not, however, say anything that 
Lowry Arnold could get mad at. After 
hearing his statement on the stand I did 
not say a whole lot that I could have 
said, because I did not want my state- 
ment to be very different from his. He is 
mistaken, however, about me saying that 
I could fix a member of the jury, or that 
I knew a man on the jury who could be 
fixed. I merely told him that I could help 
him in his case. When I told him that he 
said that he wanted me to do anything I 
could for him and I told him I would. 

“You see, if he had got mad about what 
I said I could have got out of it by tell- 
ing him that I had some new evidence 
in his case, or something like that. I 
have always liked Lowry Arnold and even 
if he had consented to my proposition 
he would néver have been exposed. I like 
him. too well for that. 

“Dave caused the whole thing. He went 
down there to the Arnolds and made Bob 
Jordan mad. Instead of telling them 
that it was all a joke or something of 
that sort, he just unbosomed himself to 
them and t@d all about what he had in- 
tended doing. That would have made 
any one mad, and I don’t blame them 
for what they have done.’’ 

Bradley was sitting in one of the jury 
chairs as he spoke. It was after the 
hearing. He appeared in earnest, but 
wanted the whole story, including the ac- 
count of the trial kept out of the papers, 
saying that he had a big sensation com- 
ing. ‘‘And it is not onthe Arnolds,’’ he 
said, smiling, which ended the interview. 

Bradley’s next step Was to go upon the 
platform of the courtroom -and shake 
hands with Judge Lumpkin, while Looney 
sat down in the courtroom and gave some 
impressions about the case. 

What Detective Looney Said. 

“Knowing that I am not guilty,’’ said 
Detective Looney, after having received 
a@ reply to this question as to what line 
he was expected to talk upon, ‘}] have 
no fear of the action of the supreme 
court. I feel confident that the higher 
court will declare me not in contempt of

Judge Lumpkin asked how the attorneys 
for the accused hoped -to benefit the cases 
of their clients by tbe testimony of 
Penn, and Captain Anderson announced 
that he would rest his motion for a con- 
tinuance on the ground of the lack-ofAime 
in which to prepare. 

Luther Rosser made a speech along the 
same line, but Judge Lumpkin announced 
that he would continue with the hearing. 

Lewis Thomas gave notice of a demur- 
rer which he presented and immediately 
argued. The two main points .-in the de- 
murrer were that the defendants denied 
the accusations in the attachment and 
that Judge Lumpkin had no power to at- 
tach for contempt except for misbehavior 
committed within the physical presence 
of the court, 

Mr. Thomas concluded his argument as 
follows:

The Afternoon Session. 

The afternoon session began with an 
argument in behalf of the demurrer to the 
new attachment from Captain Anderson. 
He took the position that the test applied 
to the attorneys by the detectives could 
not be contempt of court. There might, 
he said, be a criminal side to the affair, 
but it was rot in the province of the court 
to punish them. 

“If,”’ said Captain Anderson, “it can be 
contended that a third person is in con- 
tempt of court because he bribed or at- 
tempted to bribe one of the jurors, then 
anv witness who by perjury obstructs the 
administration of justice can pe handled 
by your honor for contempt.” 

Mr. Rosser spoKe along the same line 
in behalf of the demurrer, making an ex- 
cellent argument. 

Judge Lumpkin Overruled the demurrer 
and proceeded with the case. He said 
that there were a nimber of opportunities 
to tamper with a jury ard obstruct the 
administration of justice without becom- 
ing amenable to the criminal] courts. He 
said that one might, for instance, bribe a 
bailiff to leave a jury unattended, or a 
juror might offer himself for sale without 
finding a purchaser. Thése cases, said 
Judge Lur.pkin, coujd not be handled by 
the criminal courts, but would obstruct 
the administration of justice, and*must be 
handled by the presiding judge. 

The First Witness. 

R. J. Jordan, one cf the attorneys wno 
is said to have been approached by Detec- 
tive Looney, end who represented the pro- 
pounder in the Matziie Adams case, was 
the first witness. He testified that he had 
been informed by Colonel Tinney Rucker, 
who has offices near those of Mr. Jordan, 
that Detective Looney desired an inter- 
view. That was last Tuesday, and about 
5 o’clock the same afternoon he had seen 
the detective.. For this purpose he had 
gone to the office of the detective.

Lowry Arnold Testifies. 

Lowry Arnold said he had known and 
liked Bradley for some time. He told of 
being approached bv Bradley, meeting 
him jin the hall of the Gould building. 

“He asked me,” said the witness, “if I 
wanted to gain the case. I replied that I 
did. He then said: ‘Do you want the jury 
to stick to vou?’ I replied that I did.

COMBINATION WOULD HELP BOTH 


The Merging of the Two Concerns 
Would Result in One of the 
Most Extensive Ship Build- 
ing Companies in 
the World. 


New York, April 9.—The World tomor- 
row will sav: Negotiations are in prog- 
ress for a combination of the gigantic 
new Carnegie company and the Cramp 
Ship buflding concern. If the conference 
now going on in Atlantic City results in 
a satisfactory arrangement the coalition 
between these two great interests will 
soon be announced. 

Charles M. Schwab and Henry C. Frick 
have been respectively at the Brighton 
and Traymore hotels in Atlantic City for 
several days. ° 

William and Samuel Cramp, of the Wil- 
liam Cramp & Sons Ship and Engine 
Building Company of Philadelphia, are at 
the Traymore. These four representative 
men have had frequent meetings. They 
have not progressed beyond the point of 
denying that their talks have anything 
to do with a steel and ship building trust. 

It is well known to New York steel men 
that ever since the Carnegie-Frick diffi- 
culties have been settled, the newly form- 
ed company has been looking for an offen- 
sive and defensive alliance with some 
great ship-building concern. The new 
Carnegie company with its $160,000,000 cap- 
ital, already stands at the head of the 
steel-making interests of this country. 

Among the most profitable branches of 
activity in steel manufacturing is making 
armor plate for warships. The Carnegie 
mills lead all others in the industry. If 
the Carnegie company should obtain con- 
trol of, or a strong alliance with, the 
greatest ship-building concern ‘in the 
United States, it would be able to under- 
take contracts of unprecedented magni- 
tude to build and armor warships for the 
United States government or for any 
other power. 

With power to issue bonds to the ex- 
tent of $160,000,000, the new Carnegie com- 
pany can easily acquire a big interest in 
the Cramp company if the negotiators 
come to terms. The Cramps capital is 
$5,000,000 stock and $1,500,000 bonds. The 
profits of the concern last year were 
$707,800. 

The heads of the great ship-byilding 
house are not far from seventy years of 
age. New York steel men say that the 
Cramps are not averse to an arrange- 
ment which will permit them to give up 
the arduous labor of managing their 
gigantic shipyard.

Lexington *Ky., April 9.—(Special.)—Ac- 
cording to the statements made to the 
prosecuting attorneys by Henry E. Yceut- 
sey and others, the rifle with which Wil- 
liam Goebel was killed was a 38-caliber 
Marlin made for smokeless powder. The 
bullet that killed him is in the possession 
of the prosecution. It is made of steel 
with a lead end. It passed. entirely 
through its victim and lodged in a tree, 
from which it was cut several weeks ago, 
after being located by a civil engineer, 
who took accurate m®tasurements from 
the window of the office of Caleb Powers, 
the republican secretary of state. The 
lead end of the bullet is slightly battered, 
caused probably with coming in contact 
with the spine of Mr. Goebel.

The newspaper accusations, the accusa- 
tions by indigtment and the oratory of 
lawyers must not be taken into account. 
In civil actions a preponderance of evi- 
dence suffices for a verdict, but when lib- 
erty is involved, where character is at 
stake, there must be something more than 
preponderance; there must remain no rea- 
sonable doubt. You are not the custodians 
of the pub.ic morals of the community, 
nor are you leading any crusade for 
public reform in New York, but to decide 
whether there has been an offence against 
public decency. 


These significant statements show 


why the law has been identified with | 


the conclusions of common sense. The 
warning against the trial of the case 
by the newspapers would not be nec- 
essary in those communjties where the 
editors exercise a wholesome and nec- 
essary restraint in commenting upon 
questions that are to be brought be- 
fore a jury; but it is decidedly neces- 
sary in New York, where the most 
popular section of the press joses sight 
of its real mission in a wild effort to 
attract attention and to ‘’scoop”’ a 
rival. 

Competition of this sort overleaps 
itself in a great variety of ways, and, 
in fact, may be described as a new so- 
cial evil. In view of this we may well 
make the inquiry: If an immoral play, 
cooped up in four walls, is an offence 
against public decency, what must be 
said of publications which, reeking 
with all forms of scandals and crimes 
piquantly set forth, are scattered to the 
four winds and. fly up and down and 
to and fro among the people? 

We are not setting ourselves up for 
censors. The eagerness of the men 
whose business it is to gather up and 
present attractively the various hap- 
penings 
blinds them to the restraint that is 
necessary in dealing with events that 
may be said to be sensational in their 
essence. 
make mistakes and give undue empha- 
sis to certain features of the daily 
news. Yet, almost invariabiy—in fact, 
We have yet to see an exception to the 
rule—the sensations that spring up in 


the ordinary course of events, carry | 


their own moral with them, a moral 
that is unmistakably impressed on the 
reader. 

It is only when a newspaper goes 
out of its way to provide food for the 
prurient or set a trap in order to catch 
in it what is nasty and immoral! in its 
purport that the result can be describ- 
ed as really ‘“‘sensationa!.’’ This a 
few newspapers make it their business 

.to do on the plea that their public de- 
mands it. As our readers know these 
newspapers have been tagged and 
branded, as it were, by their esteemed 
contemporaries, as well as by that pub- 
lic opinion which, however slow to 
move it may seem to be, rules society 
in the end.

The Washington Post seems to take 
some comfort out of the fact that there 
is a sort of controversy between The 
Chattanooge: News and The Nashville 
American with respect to Mr. Bryan.

The Making of Corn Bread. 

Editor Constitution—I am not disposed to 
write much for the public, and especially at 
my advanced age of eighty summers. While 
the theory that good corn meal rightly pre- 
pared can be made into many articles very 
suitable for the palate, digestion and health 
is a true one, and physiologists and hygenists 
ought to recommend its use. 

I am partial to good, live palatable, digest- 
able and healthy corn bread. And I will be 
content with johnny cake, ash cake, hoe cake, 
loaf or light bread, etc., if well cooked. In 
order to have good cornbread, it is not only 
important that it be well cooked, but the corn 
must be well ground, not on wheat mill nor 
buhr rock, but we should use good granite 
stones, such as are generally used in the milis 
on our streams. The mills should not be 
run too fast, nor the grain ground too fine. 
But as to the difference in motive power of 
the same speed, all other things being equal, 
there is not one particle of difference whether 
the power be human, animal, water, steam 
or wind, notwithstanding the whim delu- 
sion or superstition by those that know no 
better. I am very fond of good .corn bread 
and know whereof I speak. 

The writer on the subject of adulterated 
and poisonous flour made use of by our peo- 
ple mentions the wicked use of koalin, glucose, 
and he might have added peas, alum and 
many other minerals which come to us in 
our fancy flour, and also spurious yeast 
powders. 

And he might have yet told us as the last, 
but not least, that our flour is divested of 
every particle of bran, and even the heart 
of the wheat is eliminated: If our farmers 
will raise enough wheat for all the citizens 
of the county and stand, and our mills will 
grind it for us—and this can be done--and 
we will sift it, not bolt it, we can have good, 
wholesome flour bread for those who prefer It. 
I have no ax to grind nor mill to run, but wish

The Cotton Mill Contracts. 

Editor Constitution—I find in Saturday’s issue 
of your paper editorial comment in reference 
to @ recent contract made for textile machin- 
ery by myself in Boston. I accompanied Mr. 
Pritchett, the Paesident of the Dublin Cotton 
mills, as a director and attorney, as it seemed 
impossible to conclude a binding contract with 
the southern agents. These matters have got 
into the press without our authorization, as 
we have been very reluctant to parade the 
business affairs of the Dublin Cotton mills in 
the press, especially as we will in all proba- 
bility file a damage suit against one of these 
textile concerns. It is perhaps better, how- 
ever, that these n@w mills just starting should 
be informed of the situation, as our experi- 
ence will be of value to them. 

I find no fault with the statements in your 
editorial except that your reporter drew his 
own conclusions that the textile concerns 
would sell no more machinery to the south- 
ern mills. What I stated to him was that these 
new mills would have great trouble in plac- 
ing their contracts, judging from our experi- 
ence, and that they would not get delivery of 
textile machinery until late in next year. 
With this exception the statements of fact 
are correct. 

Let me preface what follows by saying that 
the Dublin Cotton mills have been managed 
from the commencement nearly a year ago 
by seven careful, honorable and prudent bus- 
iness men along legitimate and accepted safe 
lines, having as its president Mr. 
William Pritchett, well known for his in- 
tegrity and business sagacity, and entitled 
alone to a very large credit. The enterprise 
was organized to make money for its stock- 
holders and to benefit this section of the 
State, 

A complete contract in writing was made in 
October last for the entire equipment of the 
mill. After waiting nearly two months, this 
concern suddenly notified us, after drawing the 
plans and specifications, that they would not 
fill the contract, stating as their only reason 
that they would loose $10.000 to fill it. After 
exhausting every means to induce the&’e par- 
ties to carry out their contract, except to pay 
a large increase of blood money and lop off 
parts of the contract amounting to thousands 
of dollars, as a matter of compulsion we took 
steps to buy elsewhere. We made a contract 
with another concern through its southern 
agent, which contract was not binding, how- 
ever, until approved by the treasurer of this 
company. At first a demand was made that 
all the directors should indorse this contract, 
amounting to nearly $597 COO. Seven of thye 
directors personally indorsed the contract, 
these personal indorsements being worth upon 
a most conservative basis from $350,000 to 
$500,000. Under this contract one-half was 
to be paid on the arrival of the machinery 
and the balance in six and twelve months. 
To our astonishment we were informed that 
the treasurer of this company refused to 
accept the contract on the ground that the 
Andorsements were not sufficient to make his 
Tompany safe. Then of. necessity we went to 
Bostor, and absolutely the best terms that 
could be made was to pay $25,000 cash, which 
we have done, and must pay the balance when 
the machinery is ready for shipment from the 
shops in October. We were repeatedly in- 
vited by this treasurer to buy elsewhere while 
we were offering to accede. to these shylock 
terms; were told by him that they djd not de- 
sire to sell us on any terms and further stat- 
ing that cotton manufacturing in the south was 
being overdone. 

To buy on these 


business 


terms was very unbusl- 
ness like, but we had already bought our 
auxiliary machinery and building material, 
paid for a sixty acre site and contracted with 
a superintendant, and were compelled to go 
forward with our enterprise, otherwise we 
would have abandoned it with short shrift and 
have waited for more propitious times when 
the machinery could be bought on sane busi- 
ness terms. 

I might further state that these people were 
duly ‘informed of the fact that the Dublin 
Cotton mills, which ts an incorporated con- 
cern, had over $45,000 of its $100,000 capital 
stock paid in In cash, though a considegable 
part of this money could not be needed for 
months. 

It would seem that with this condition exist- 
ing it would be the part of wisdom for At- 
lanta by all means to erect the textile plant 
that has been discussed, and if she does not 
a golden opportunity will be missed, as the 
erection. of such a plant cannot be long delayed. 
That cotton manufacturing will have its sea- 
sons of business depression every business man 

that the southern mill can undergo 
seasons of depression infinitely better 
than the eastern mills has already been dem- 
onstrated and will be more signally 
strated in the future. That the south is the 
legitimate base to manufacture cotton it seems 
idle to discuss, the unfortunate conditions suc- 
ceeding the war having hitherto prevented its 
now rapid and irresistible development. Re- 
spectfully, F. G. CORKER.

From what the mayor had to say it 1s 
probable that the matter may come up 
again in the board, as he spoke of the 
law being enforced against al] such re- 
sorts in the city.

Something of His Life. 

James Etheldred Williams was born in 
Grainger county, east Tennessee, January 
16 1826,. After attending schoo] in Knox- 
ville he went to Holston college at New 
Market, Tenn. Leaving college in 1844 at 
the age of eighteen he sold goods for his 
uncle, William Williams, at 
Springs, Tenn., about two years. In 1546 
and 1847 he was in charge of the postoffice 
at Knoxville, Tenn., during the absence 
of the posttmaster, Colonel Samuel W. 
Bell, who went to Mexico with the United 
States army. Although only twenty years 
of age, he assumed this very responsible 
position, Knoxville being at that time one 
of the most important offices in the 
south, After the close of Mexican 
war he engaged in business with his 
cousins. James and William Williams, 
wholesale grocers and steamodoat owners, 
he being most of the time on the Tennes- 
river, running from Knoxvilie to De- 
catur, Ala., until] October, 1851, when the 
fame of Atlanita’s business advantages 
caused him to leave Tennessee and cast 
his fortunes with the young Gate City. 
From 1851 to 1862 he Was at the head of 
perhaps the largest house in the 
handling Tennessee and western produce 
on commission.

WORK WILL PROBABLY BEGIN JUNE IST 


Southern Textile Machinery Manu- 
facturing Company Will Be an 
Important Industry. 


At a meeting of the Exposition Cotton 
mill’s directors Saturday afternoon it was 
unanimously decided to subscribe $5,000 to 
the fund of $100,000 to be raised in Atlanta 
for the purpose of locating the plant of 
the Southern Textile Machinery Company 
in this city. 

This additional subscription makes the 
total now in hand In the neighborhood of 
$70,900, and the securing of the necessary 
$30,000 fs only a matter of a very few days. 

The movement to locate in Atlanta the 
plant of the Southern Textile Machinery 
Manufacturing Company its so recent that 
the details scarcely need recapitulation. 
Some months ago the Atlanta Business 
Men's League inaugurated a movement 
to start a $1,000,000 cotton mill. The edict 
met with géneral approval, and several] 
meetings were held for the purpose of 
settling the final details of the plan. Dur- 
ing the course of these meetings Secretary 
T. H. Martin chanced to get in corre- 
spondence with H. G. McKerrow. of 
Boston, an importer of English machin- 
ery, who was at that time considering 
the plan of erecting somewhere in the 
south a plant for the purpose of manu- 
facturing cotton mill machinery. At Mr. 
Marfin’s suggestion, Mr. McKérrow came 
south. He visited a number of cities and 
finally settled on Atlanta as one of the 
best points in view of its railroad facill- 
ties and many other advantages, 

At the request of Mr. Martin, Mr. Mc- 

: Kerrow attended a meeting of the com- 
mittee appointed to take up the matter. 
He submitted in detail his plan, which 
was in substance that if Atlanta would 
raise $100,000 he would secure the neces- 
sary $400,000 at the north and would lo- 
cate the plant in Atlanta. Mr. McKer- 
row’'s proposition met with great enthu- 
siasm, and work began at once to secure 
the $100,000 needful to clinch the proposi- 
tion. 

Hugh T. Inman, one of Atlanta’s most 
prominent financiers, has taken an active 
part in the movement, and his subscrip-

.“The evidence of the existence of the 
cipher outlined by Lord Bacon is incon- 
testable. Every school child in Atlanta 
is familiar with the reasons why it would 
not have done for Lord Bacon in his ex- 
alted place to have acknowledged the au- 
thorship of Shakespearé's plays.

“Applying to these lines, which have 
given way, as I said, to others in which 
there is no jumble of small and capital 
the cipher prepared by Bacon we 
translate them into: 

‘‘Francis Bacon wrote the Greene, 
Marlowe and Shakespeare plays.’ 

“The.~folios of 1623 and 1632 and those 
immediately following are each an exact 
and striking duplication of the original 
manuscript or the one that was believed 
to be the oldest. Turning to a page of 
one folio and locating a letter you can 
pick up another and finding the corre- 
sponding page, locate the letter you want 
in exactly the same place as in the other 
folio. This was done in all probability to 
preserve the cipher and insure that the 
truth be known in time. 

‘‘T believe that in the grave of Shakes- 
peare will be found a tablet or manuscript 
telling where the original manuscript of 
the plays is to be found. It is perfectly 
possible in view of the sentiment of the 
times that the manuscript was hidden 
away in some old cathedral or placed in 
the ground and it is reasonable to suppose 
that if this had ben done something would 
have been left to tell where the manu- 
script is to be found.”

Revolutionary History. 


Editor 


Constitution.—In your issue of 
yesterday, Sunday, I observed the matters 
of historical department of the Joseph 
| Habersham Chapter of Daughters of the 
American Revolution. My own genealog- 
| ica} connection and historical interest in 
such matters cause me to offer response 
to some of the questions. [ cannot give 
full details of matters, and this response 
| May not be fully satisfactory, 
'give some information by which 
‘inquiry or research may be directed, 
as to lead to the truth of history, 

| The first question, “Can anyone give a 
history of Fort Wilkinson? In what part 
| of Georgia was it situated?’’ 

Fort Wilkinson was situated on, or 
very near the Oconee river, about three 
| miles southeast of Milledgeville, or 
about east of Midway, near the point 
Where Fishing creek flows into the Oco- 
| nee river, in Baldwin county, Georgia. 
|The fort is famous as the place where a 
| treaty was held and consummated with 
'the Creek Indians in 1802. This treaty 
| was for the purpose of defining the line 
| or limits between the United States and 
the Creek Nation o }dians. It occurred 
' on the 16th ot June, fw 1802, and was ratl- 
fied on the llth of Jamuary, 1803. 

The commissioners on the part of the 
United States were James Wilkinson, 
| Benjamin Hawkins and Andrew Pickens. 
The treaty was signed by forty Indian 
|chiefs and warriors. The county of 
| Wilkinson is named fn honor of General 
James Wilkinson, who was the United 
States commissioner in the treaty at Fort 
Wilkinson. I think the fort.was named 
| for nim.

Hawkins, in that part of our 
h was in 1822 laid out as Craw- 
ford county, was named in honor of Colo- 
'nel Benjamin Hawkins, who was appoint-

Pickens county is named in honor of 
|General Andrew Pickens, who was a!so 
'one of the commissioners -in the treaty 
at Fort Ailkinson.

In the inquiry No. 3, as to 
' Thompson, 1] am not prepared to give any 
'account of his service in the revolution- 
|ary war. fefore the opening of the war, 
'when there was much discussion amongst 
the Georgia colonists about the oppres- 
sive treatment of them by the British gov- 
ernment, the name of Alexander Thomp- 
son appears amongst those on the Gcor- 
'gia roll who subscribed to the oath of 
‘allegiance which was prescribed by the 
| British parllament to be taken to sup- 
| port the king, George III, as an amend- 
ment to an act made in’ the sixth year of 
‘his reign. There were two oaths to 
| taken. In the second oath there appears 
‘this as sworn to by the subscribers, viz: 
'“And I do swear that I will bare faith 
and true allegiance to his majesty, 
| George, and him will defend to the utmost 
of my power against all] traitorous con- 
| spira ies and attempts whatsoever which 
hall be made against his person, crown, 
lor dignity; and I will do my utmost en- 
'deavor to disclose and make Known to his 
|majesty and his successors all treasons 
and traitorous conspiracies’ which I shall 
be against him or any of them; 
all these things I do plainly 
and sincerely acknowledge and swear ac- 
'cording to those express words by me 
spoken, and according to the plain com- 
mon sense and understanding of the same 
words, without any equivocation or s¢ cret 
Feearvation whatsoever, and I do eee his 
this recognition and acknowledgment, ab- 
renunciation and promise, hearti- 
and truly, upon the faith of 
So help me, Goda.”’ 
many names of subscribers 
i'and amongst them isthat of 
Thompson twice, first as justice of the 
| peace for the parish of Christ church, 17th, 
|of November, 1771, and again as collector 
of customs, Savannah, 25th of January, 
1 1773. 
| The name “Alexander Thompson” also 
| appears in the list of those who dissented 
from the resolutions entered Into at Sav- 
annah on the 16th of August, 1774, by the 
remonstrance of the inhabitants of this 
province against the imposition of several 
acts of the British parliament. The reso- 
lutions of remonstrance against the acts 
of the crown were very caustic in their 
terms. There was a meeting of the in- 
habitants on the 27th of July, 74, and 
they resolved to postpone action until the 
10th of August, 1774. In that list of names 
of those who were on the committee to 
meet others in Savannah appears the 
name of Joseph Habersham, whose name 
now is borne by the chapter of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution. 
They met in pursuance of such notice of 
July Zith on the 10th of August. The 
dissenters Held a meeting, and their reso- 
lutions read now very much like some of 
the political speeches of the present times 
against the secret actions of caucuses and 
cliques. Studying the history of those 
days, and viewing the names of those dis- 
senters against the resolutions of the 
committee of August 10th, 
names are not amongst those who subse- 
quently were conspicuous on the side of 
the colonists in the revolution. 
| In July, 1780, there was an act passed 
by Sir James Wright and the crown coun- 
| cil to disqualify certain persons therein 
named and designated, on acount of con- 
| duct which was considered as rebellious 
'and traitorous against the authorities of 
the king. In that list of one hundred 
| and fiscy-one names the name of Alexan- 
| der Thompson does not appear, although 
' such non-appearance of name may not be 
'taken as conclusive that he was nota sol- 
| dier oi. the revolution. Amongst those 
who were thus proclaimed as being dis- 
| qualified was the name of Joseph Haber- 
‘sham. and many others who were later 
| prominent leaders in the affairs of Geor- 
| gia as an independent state, such as John 
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King |
